SACRAMENTO - Prices 
received by California 
farmers as of January 15 
were fairly stable com- 
pared with amonth earlier, 
according to the California 
Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting service. Most 
price changes were re- 
latively small with best 
gains reported for oats, 
sorghum grain, dry beans, 
potatoes, andlemons. Most 
significant declines were 
for cotton, hay, oranges, 
grapefruit, lambs, turkeys, 
and eggs. 


Compared with a year 
ago, prices received for 
most farm commodities at 
mid-January were sub- 
stantially to sharply 
higher. Hay and cottonseed 
made the sharpest gains 
with grains, potatoes, al- 
falfa seed, citrus fruits, 
beef cattle and calves, milk 
cows, dairy products, and 
wool also substantially 
higher than a year ago. 
Lower prices were re- 
ceived for dry beans, cot- 
ton, hogs, lambs, turkeys 
and eggs.
